Dick Jones Groomed For Top UN Post 

A 62-year-old former Chicago department store 
executive, U. S. Ambassador to Liberia Richard 
(Dick) Jones, is being briefed to play a major role 
as one of the key spokesmen for the U. S. delegation 
at the forthcoming United Nations meeting, it was 
learned in Washington. Regarded as America’s best 
public relations man for the Afro-Asian bloc, Jones 
will become the first trained Negro diplomat on a 
U. S. delegation. 

With the Middle East and Africa already the 
world’s crucial areas of conflict, Jones was flown 
from his post in Liberia for top-level 
briefings in preparation for his new 
assignment. So valuable is Jones as 
a PR man with the Afro-Asian bloc 
that he was chosen for the UN spot 
while at the same time holding his 
ambassadorial rank. 

During his diplomatic career in 
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Africa, Jones became friendly with many of the conti- 
nent’s leaders and has won vast respect from them. State 
Dept. aides regard him as the “most successful” ambas- 
sador sent to Liberia. In the past, Negroes were appointed 
to UN posts as a political patronage honor, but State 
Dept. officials chose Jones because of his successes in 
Africa as a full-fledged working member of the team. 
4 Negroes To Split $336,000 In Sweepstakes 

The wife of a New Jersey truck driver, a New York hotel 
houseman and two Chicago sisters won $336,000 in the 
Irish Sweepstakes. Mrs. Susie Lawson of East Orange, 
N. J., won $140,000 as a result of her husband’s generosity. 
Readus Lawson, a truck driver for 42 years, gave his wife 
the winning ticket on the first place horse, Loppyplugs. 
He will continue to drive his truck, and Mrs. Lawson will 
buy “necessities” with her winnings. The 41-year-old New 
York hotel houseman, Booker Sykes says: “I’m going to 
buy a little house with a garden.” His first place ducat 
paid $140,000. Two Chicago sisters, married to two 
brothers, expressed caution in considering their second 
place $56,000 ticket. Speaking for her sister, Lillian, and 
herself, 35-year-old Mrs. Myrtle Johnson reasoned: “I don’t 
want to be disappointed, so I won’t believe it until we see 
the money.”

court. The original murder charge against 
the youngster was dropped because of his 
age. Leroy, son of a white mother and 
Negro father, was 2 neighbor of the Hou- 3 
gendobler child, lived in slum quarters in Leroy Black 
Lancaster. Welfare authorities had protested a child his 
age should not be charged with murder; his parents 
charged his mixed ancestry made him target for special 
punishment. 





Chicago Lawyer Gets 30 Days In Memphis Jail 

A 27-year-old Chicago attorney, L. L. Sanderlin, who 
pleaded guilty to charges filed by his aunt, Mrs. Mildred 
A. Wiggins, that he appropriated for his own use $2,500 
she sent him for an investment, was sentenced to 30 days 
in jailin Memphis. Mrs. Wiggins said she sent her nephew 
the money to buy second mortgages for her. 


Arrest Va. White Woman Who Sat With Negroes

ders to leave the Negro section, was released on $100 bond 
following her arrest. “I was horrified,” she said, “to see 
those Negro citizens sitting in segregated seats.”

United Nations, was appointed to a committee to report 
on results of the UN cease-fire appeal as Britain, France 
and Israel continued military action against Egypt. 
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N. Y. Governor Asks Probe Of Racist Attack 

New York Gov. Averell Harriman ordered state police to 
submit a full report on a complaint that two car loads 
of white men twice raided the camp of Negro farm mi- 
gratory workers near Richford. Witnesses said the raiders 
shouted obscenities at the workers and stole their clothing 
from lines. Slated to return to Florida and Alabama, the 
60 workers did not press charges for fear of being de- 
tained for court hearings. 


Mich. Man Awarded $200 In Police Brutality Case 
In Ecorse, Mich., a 29-year-old Negro who said he was 
injured while warding off the blows of a policeman who 
assaulted him following his arrest on drunkenness and 
disorderly conduct charges, was awarded a $200 judg. 
ment against the policeman and the city’s police depart- 
ment. Willie Tolliver, who originally filed a $3,000 suit, 
said he suffered a sprained thumb when he raised his 
hands to protect himself from the officer’s blows.

But even as the questions were asked, and more than 
200 investigators sought Woods by air, horseback and on 
foot, the object of their search was hitchhiking his way 
to Alabama after being sheltered by relatives at Fort Wal- 
ton Beach. And the NAACP, which had been on his trail 
since the day after his flogging, knew his whereabouts at 
least three days before the FBI announced his discovery, 
but was never able to interview him at his hideaway.

hesitate once in telling me that he was Jesse Woods, that 
he had escaped from Florida and was looking for some 
place where he wouldn’t be bothered anymore. I asked 
him how he got way up here away from that mob and he 
told me.” 

According to the minister, Woods was inside the jail 
with two other colored prisoners when three men smashed 
in, told the other Negroes to find somebody to make their 
bond and hurry up and get out of there. Two or three of 
them started beating him with their fists and a stick or 
strap, he added, then took him in three or four cars toa 
big lake. After being hit hard several times, Jesse said, 
some of the “good ones” took him over and pushed him 
down into a ditch and left him there. As soon as he could, 
he crawled into the woods and went to the home of friends 
who drove him to Fort Walton Beach.

Meanwhile, at least two white men, George “Georgia 
Boy” Altman, 25, and Jack L. Sands, 21, were jailed on 
kidnaping charges (a capital offense in Florida) and more 
arrests were promised as Wildwood sought to purge itself 
of its newly-won “lynch town” reputation. 

At the store where Altman worked before “getting out 
on account of hard times” and looking for a job, his father- 
in-law (from Andalusia, Ala., where Woods was found) 
was bitterly vocal about the whole affair, and declared: 
“I’ve never known George to have any harsh words with 
Negroes.” 

In business since 1944, Aubrey Barnes feared his son-in- 
law’s involvement in the kidnaping might chase his pre- 
dominantly Negro business away. He had already gotten 
wind of their boycott on the main street A&P store, where 
Woods was arrested. 

“I don’t believe he called her ‘Baby’,” he added with a 
knowing smile. “A whole lot worse things than that have 
gone on between colored and white and nothing like this 
has come of it.” 

And “Son” Woods, his boy, now in the Florida State Pen- 
itentiary at Raiford for the safekeeping he futilely sought 
nearly two weeks ago, praises the Lord but keeps a sharper , 
eye on the “white folks” he once thought he could trust. 
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After they witnessed the pistol slaying of a white 
divorcee in Newton, Miss., Newt Hardy and Charles 
Moore, both Negro, were placed under protective 
custody in a secret jail until March, when the case 
will go to court.

Joe Cleveland, his rooms hanging with swas- 
tikas and portraits of Hitler and Franco, told a British 
reporter: “Our young girls are living in constant fear of 
the black devils. The Ku Klux Klan should be our guiding 
light.” 


White Lieutenant Kills Negro Sentry In Korea 

A 26-year-old New Orleans soldier was shot to death dur- 
ing a tour of sentry duty by an officer of the guard, who 
claimed he found the soldier deserting his post in Seoul, 
Korea. White second Lt. Rufus B. Burris II of Independ- 
ence, Mo., said he shot 24th Division Pvt. Foley Anderson 
as the soldier was preparing to fire on him. 


Seretse Khama’s Family Joins Him In Africa 

Seretse Khama’s white wife and two children left Lon- 
don by plane for Africa Bechuanaland to join the former 
chief of the Bamangwato tribe. Before leaving Mrs. 
Khama told reporters: “I am very anxious to be able to 
play a part in assisting our women and our children to 
better education, health and social standards.” Khama 
recently was allowed to return to Bechuanaland after re- 
linquishing his chieftainship but not his right to take 
part in tribal affairs. 
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W Egyptian Commandos: Parading in Cairo, a detach- 
ment of tough-looking Egyptian Fedayeen (commandos) 
show their readiness in a parade that preceded the inva- 
sion of Egypt by Israeli forces. An Israeli spokesman said 
the purpose of the invasion is to wipe out commando 
bases in the Sinai peninsula. 
British Rail Workers Say Negro Firemen Unfit 

In London, the Ministry of Transport was asked to in- 
vestigate reports that 90 per cent of the 96 Negroes em- 
ployed as firemen on trains at the city’s largest depot, are 
“unfit” for the job and a menace to public safety. A com- 
mittee representing 550 white railway drivers complained 
that the Negroes are slow and hard to understand, and 
denied they are trying to establish a color bar. Although 
lack of training was blamed, a railway official said that 
Negro firemen receive the same training as whites. Said 
one Jamaica-born fireman: “Drivers can tell what I say, 
but with some of the others (whites) it is difficult.”

A 39-year-old construction worker, Sam Williams, who 
allegedly attempted to rape a 14-year-old white girl in 
Jackson, Miss., hanged himself with his belt in the city 
jail. The girl earlier told police she was awakened by a 
man crawling into her bed, but her scream frightened 
him away. She said she could not tell whether he was 
Negro or white, but smelled whisky on his breath. She 
said she was awakened two hours later by the man and 
her screams again forced him to flee.

| tained a more excellent ministry . . . of a better 
* covenant which was established upon better 

promises.” 
In recent months, an increasing number of 















ministers have heeded the Biblical 
advice by obtaining “a more excellent 
ministry” on the “better promises” of 
life-time appointments. Whether 
ministers should hold lifetime jobs in 
a single church is a problem which 
many congregations have to face in 
a security-minded world. 

Last month in St. Louis, Rev. Dr. 
Leon P. O’Hara of Metropolitan Bap- 
tists Church accepted a life appoint- 
ment and announced he would accept 
no salary until the church treasury 
was filled. Said Rev. O’Hara of life- 
time appointments: “If God has truly 
appointed him (a minister) to preach, 
then I think that he should stay at 
a church for life, even as Christ, who 
was not a part-time preacher.” 

Similarly, in Los Angeles, Rev. John 
L. Branham signed a lifetime con- 
tract at St. Paul Baptist Church sev- 
eral weeks ago granting him $500 a 
month on retirement at 61, and an 
allowance for all expenses. Rev. Bran- 
ham called lifetime contracts good, 
said: “It must be, I got it for myself. 
There’s such a thing as following 
spiritual guidance, and that’s won- 
derful, but everybody must think 
about security in this respect. A min- 
ister is like any other worker.” 

In Philadelphia last month, Rev. T. 
Robert Washington won a summer- 
long fight with disgruntled members 
of the Second Baptist Church when 
the Common Pleas Court ordered a 
special election in which he won the 
pulpit for life. Says Rev. Washing-

Ministers Can Stagnate,’ Says AME Bishop 
ton: “Anything that makes for security is good.” 

In some cases, ministers have inherited their posts. Rev. 
Adam Clayton Powell, the New York Congressman, for 
example, stepped into the pastorate of Abyssinian Bap- 
tist Church upon retirement of the late Rev. Adam Clay- 
ton Powell Sr., his father. He feels, however, that a pas- 
tor should serve a congregation 15 or 20 years before 
accepting a lifetime pulpit. 

New York’s Father Shelton Hale Bishop, who succeeded 
his father as vicar for life of St. Philip’s Episcopal Church 
has this to say about lifetime tenures: “It is the only way 
a pastor can effectively carry out his mission, because it 
would be impossible for him to be subject to the whims, 
fancies, and even the prejudices of his congregation. 

Disagreeing on lifetime jobs, AME Bishop D. Ward 
Nichols believes: “It is not a very wise policy for a min- 
ister. A minister can become stagnant if he holds a pas- 
torate for life.” 

Said Rev. Archibald Carey, pastor of Chicago’s Quinn 
Chapel AME Church: “I favor such an idea because of the 
benefits by which a minister can sink his roots.” 

Rev. J. H. Jackson, president of the 414-million member 
National Baptist Convention, USA, said lifetime pastor- 
ates are good “if the fellowship continues between the 
pastor and the people.”

Ky. Negro Teachers Protest ‘Incompetence’ Charge 

A group of 300 Negro teachers who challenged the pub- 
lished statement of Supt. of Schools Omar Carmichael 
that Negro teachers are not equal to whites, heard him 
reaffirm his statements in a special, 80-minute question 
and answer session in Louisville, Ky. Insulted by the re- 
marks reported in a weekly news magazine, the teachers 
requested the meeting to find out “if his statement was a 
slip-up.” In answering 44 prepared questions, Carmichael 
softened his position only by “keenly regretting” that 
more background information was not presented with his 
statements, and added that he did not intend to ridicule 
the teachers. 


Nashville Board Votes Ist Grade Integration 

The nine-member Nashville (Tenn.) School Board voted 
to integrate public school first grades over the objection 
of Coyness Ennix, the group’s only Negro member, who 
called for a more liberal plan. The plan, which will not 
make integration compulsory, will be submitted for ap- 
proval to a Federal judge prior to scheduled November 13 
hearing of an integration suit filed by Negro parents. 
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La. Moves To Oust Negroes From White Colleges 

A new ruling, designed to eliminate Negroes from white 
Louisiana colleges and universities, and authorizing state. 
supported schools of higher learning to demand certifi. 
cates of eligibility and moral character from all students 
was issued by the Louisiana Board of Education. Earlier, 
the state legislature made it practically impossible for 
Negroes to obtain the certificates by passing a law for. 
bidding secondary school officials from advocating inte. 
gration. Segregationists interpret the law to mean that 
the signing of admission certificates for Negroes is equi- 
valent to backing integration.

Jim Parker is as big as a Texan’s boast. He can 
be as rough and ready-for-action as an enraged 
Brahma bull. In the cause of football victory for 
Ohio State, where he plays All-American tackle, he 
charges and bucks, roots and claws until opposing 
linemen and backs are beaten into the dirt. But 
that is only a mite of the Jim Parker story. You 
understand him better after you hear Coach Woody 
Hayes say: “Quality, that is what Jim Parker has.” 

For years, the big muscle boys of collegiate 
football have been easy marks for literary gen- 
iuses, handy with the libel that great gridders 
are mostly brawn, little brain. Jim Parker 
stands six-foot-three, weight 256 pounds. No 
one, least of all Jim, would claim that he is an 
intellectual giant. But, like many athletes, he 
possesses the stuff of which great men are 
made. Off the field, he’s the sort of man who 
earns a sweet, old lady’s undying affection by 
pausing to thread a needle for her. 

When Hayes first heard of Big Jim, he inquired 
about his scholastic abilities. Officials at Toledo’s 
Scott High School said frankly that Big Jim was a 
“scholastic risk,” but added: “He’s the finest school 
citizen we’ve ever had!” It is significant that Big 
Jim has improved his grades at Ohio State. 

Naturally, a guy as big as Jim must accept his 
share of jibes. They tell about the time he pre- 
pared for a dinner by downing four sandwiches. 
Dinner was two steak dinners with all the trim- 
mings. He tapered off with a tray of hors d’oeuvres. 
That’s funny. A listener laughs. But humor turns 
to awe and respect when Woody Hayes says: “I’d 
trust him with everything I own.” Can a Ph.D., 
cum laude, top that? 
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NEGRO ATHLETES MAY WIN LO GOLD 


As America’s finest array of Olympic competitors fin. 
ished predevelopment drills and prepared for departure 
from California, chances appeared good that Negro stars 
will win at least 10 and possibly more than a dozen gold 
medals during the November-December classic at Mel- 
bourne, Australia. 


Most of these prospective gold-medal winners are track 
and field athletes. As the team completed a series of 
record-breaking training events in Southern California, 
high jumper Charlie Dumas seemed closest to being a 
cinch winner. The world’s first 7-foot jumper, Dumas 
Officially tied with three other jumpers at 6-6 in the final 
workout. Then, disappointed by his performance, he con- 
tinued practice and cleared the bar at 7 feet, 34 inches 
three times. 


Ironically, the world’s outstanding 100-meter sprinter 
at the present time, Leamon King of California, will 
make the trip only as an alternate in this event, but he 
will be a regular member of the 400-meter world relay 
team. An applicant for the 10.1s 100-meter world record 
time, King consistently beat Bobby Morrow, the favorite 
in training meets. If King is not elevated to the regular 
sprint team with another runner being named as alter- 
nate, Army star Ira Murchison, who also has broken the 
world mark indoors, out-sprinted Morrow, may well win 
the event.
